Washington, July 26 —The govern­ 
ment and the Russian embassy to­ 
day joined in efforts to give the war 
outlook a brighter glow.

Harry Sweet, 51 y ears old, was 
killed instantly and Ross Neary , of 
this city , a former policeman, was 
•seriously injured by a bolt of light­ 
ning which 
struck 
the 
threshing 
machine y esterday afternoon at the 
Glidden farm, southwest of Raleigh. 
Neary will recover, but for a time 
it was believed he was fatally hurt. 
The lung-motor was taken to 
the 
^scene of the accident, but Mr. Neary 
revived 
shortly 
before it arrived. 
'Mr. Sweet was killed outright. 
The bolt 
struck 
with 
terrific 
force and most of the men working 
around the machine were stunned 
and several

•right side of the head, passed along

His right shoe was 
torn completely off.

every one was 
bending all efforts to thrash the few 
wagons of wheat before the rain 
forced them to q uit for the day , and 
for this reason the men did not seek 
shelter. 
Lieu Oneal of the firm of Oneal 
Brothers had a narrow escape. 
He 
was on top of the separator talking 
to Mr. Sweet and Nearv only a few 
seconds before the lightning struck. 
In fact, he had just gotten down on 
the ground when the holt hit.

was 
widely 
known 
throughout the county . 
He 
oper­ 
ated several threshing outfits. 
Mr. 
Fweet was a son 
of Mr. and Mrs. 
Richard Sweet of Raleigh. Besides 
his parents he is survived by his 
widow and two children.

leaves four brothers. Charles Sweet, 
Owen Sweet, George Sweet and Carl 
Sweet, of Bentonville, and one sis­ 
ter, Mrs. John Kneoht.

The o fficial grain standards o f the United States fo r wheat 
were fix ed, established, pro mu lgated and pu blished o n March 31 
by the Secretary o f Agricultu re, u nder the au tho rity giv en in the 
Grain Standard Act. 
This act o f Co ngress establishes wheat 
grades fo r the entire United States, fro m the farm to the ex po rt 
terminal. 
Effectiv e o n Indiana wheat Ju ly 1, 19 17 . 
Nu mber Two Red Winter wheat shall be co o l and sweet, 
co ntain no t mo re than thirteen per cent o f mo istu re, shall test 
no t less than fifty -nine po u nds per bushel, co ntain no t mo re than 
fo u r per cent o f damaged kernels, and no t mo re than o ne per cent 
o f fo reign matter. 
Nu mber Three Red Winter wheat shall be co o l and sweet, 
co ntain no t mo re than fo u rteen per cent mo istu re, shall hav e a 
test weight o f at least fifty -sev en po u nds, shall co ntain no t mo re 
than sev en per cent o f damaged kernels, and no t mo re than two 
per cent o f fo reign matter.

Shall co ntain no t mo re than

MOVEMENT ON TO | 
RAISE MORE SHEEP 


Shortage of Wool This Year Leads 
to Plans for Reviving Onee 
Paying Boshtess 


TO RESTOCK LAKE STATES 


Movement Will Culminate in “Sheep 
Rally” to Be Held in Chicago in 
August 
f 


Chicago, 
111., 
July 26.— Rehabi­ 
litation of sheep husbandry in the 
state of Michigan, W isconsin, and 
M innesota to combat the wool fam ­ 
ine in the United States brought a- 
bout by the w ar, which shut off, im­ 
ports normally off a total of 300 mil' 
lion pounds, are the plans rapidly 
being form ulated here. 
Under the 
banner of the N ational Sheep and 
Wool Bureau, m erchants, m anufac­ 
turers and dealers have joined the 
western sheepmen, and the packers 
for the movement in “ wool prepar­ 
edness” for the nation. 


The American Sheep Breeder in 
its current issue, cites figures show­ 
ing a loss since 1900 of over 2,040,- 
000 sheep in these 3 states, which 
means a decrease in the national 
wool clip of 15,000,000 pounds. 
At 
present, this wool would bring the 
nice ’ round sum of $10,000,000 in 
■y 
addition to the meat supply. 


The issue of the Sheep Breeder 
also cites startling figures, shoeing 
that over 30,000,000 acres of the 
best clover land remains idle in the 
United States, while the nation fa c ­ 
es the worst wool shortage it has 
ever experienced. 


Plans are being worked out by the 
various bodies 
interested in 
the 
movement to restock with sheep the 
great lakes states. 
An investiga­ 
tion is 
extended to range 
wool 
growers to visit the 
great 
lakes 
sheep country and look over condi­ 
tions. 


The big ^wool push” movement 
will culminate in the “sheep rally” 
which is to be held in Chicago late in 
August. 
The W isconsin Advance­ 
ment Association, the Michigan Ag­ 
ricultural Development Association 
and other state and local arganiza- 
tions will co-operate for the success 
of 
the 
convention. 
The 
Illinois 
Council of Defense is taking an ac­ 
tive interest and the packers, stock 
yard and other interests will work 
to bring about im portant develop 
«rents during the convention.

Grading wheat under U. S. Standards, a law 


which all grain dealers will have 


to abide by. 


The official grain standards of the United States for -wheat 


•were fixed, established, promulgated and published on March 31 
by the Secretary of Agriculture, under the authority given in the 
Grain Standard Act. This act of Congress establishes wheat 
grades for the entire United States, from the farm to the export 
terminal. 
Effective on Indiana wheat July 1, 1917. 


Number Two Red Winter wheat shall be cool and sweet, 


contain not more than thirteen per cent of moisture, shall test 
not less than fifty-nine pounds per bushel, contain not more than 


. four per cent of damaged kernels, and not more than one per cent 


of foreign matter. 


Number Three Red Winter wheat shall be cool and sweet, 


contain not more than fourteen per cent moisture, shall have a 
test weight of at least fifty-seven pounds, shall contain not more 
than seven per cent of damaged kernels, and not more than two 
per cent of foreign matter. 


Number Four Red Winter wheat shall be cool and sweet, con- 


tain not more than fourteen per cent moisture, shall have a test 
weight of at least fifty-five pounds. Shall contain not more than 
ten per cent damaged kernels, not more than one per cent heat 
damage, and 2iot more than four per cent foreign matter. 


Number Five Red Winter wheat may be musty or sour, con- 


tain not more than fifteen per cent of moisture, test not less than 
53 pounds per bushel. May contain not more than fifteen per 
cent damaged kernels, not more than three per cent heat damage 
and not more than six per cent foreign material. 


Dockage includes sand, dirt, weed seeds, weed stems, chaff, 


straw, grain other than wheat, and any other foreign material 
which can be removed readily from the wheat by the use of ap- 
propriate sieyes cleaning devices, or other practical means suited 
to separate the foreign material present; 
also 
undeveloped, 


' shriveled and small pieces of wheat kernels necessarily removed 


in properly separating the foreign material. 
The quantity of 


dockage shall be calculated in terms of percentage based on the 
total weight of the grain including the dockage. The percentage 
of dockage so calculated shall be stated in terms of whole per 
centum and half per. centum. A fraction of a per centum when 
equal to, or greater than a half, shall be treated as a half, and 
when less than a half shall be disregarded. The percentage- of 
dockage so determined and stated shall be added to the grade 
designation. 


For a full copy of the Official Standards write to* the Secre- 


tary of Agriculture, Washington, D. C., or to your Congressman. 


It will be seen that the requirements of grading are a trifle 


more strict. Dirty wheat, or wheat that is even slightly damp, 
icannot grade either number two or three in any market. It rests 
primarily with the farmer to see that the grain is threshed dry, 
and is properly cleaned. Dockage rules for dirty wheat are very 
explicit. 


The only time to get rye out of wheat thoroughly is while the 


grain is standing. More than one per cent of rye prevents any 
wheat grading number two. One-tenth of one per cent makes it 
unfit for seed. Cockle is still worse and must be removed, if. at 
all, before harvest.
